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PREFACE. 


The collection of our dear Lord’s most gracious and 
life-giving words here presented to the reader, does 
not make any pretension to originality ; being little 
more than the Verba a Christo prolata of the Scrip- [ 
turse Sacrae Cursus Completus, harmonised agreeably 
with the Concordia Evangelica in the same admira- 
ble Series. Its object cannot, perhaps, bo better 
expressed than in the language of those to whom, I 
as far as the Editor is aware, the first idea of it is 
due.

In conclusion, the Editor is not without a hope 
that the very novelty of aspect under which the pre- 
sent compilation exhibits our dear Saviour’s words, 
will tend to invest those sacred words themselves 
with an additional significance in the hearts and 
minds even of those to whom the New Testament is j 
a daily and familiar resource. It may happen that |

ever you shall ask of the Father in my name, he 
may give it you.

give testimony, because you are with me from the 
beginning. 

These things have I spoken to you, that you 
may not be scandalised. They will put you out 
of the synagogues: yea, the hour cometh, that 
whosoever killeth you, will think that he doth a 
service to God. And these things will they do to 
you; because they have not known the Father, 
nor me. But these things I have told you, that 
when the hour shall come, you may remember 
that I told you of them. But I told you not these 
things from the beginning, because I was with you. 
And now I go. to him that sent me, and none of 
you asketh me: Whither goest thou? But be- 
cause I have spoken these things to you, sorrow 
hath filled your heart. But I tell you the truth: 
it is expedient to you that I go : for if I go not, 
the Paraclete will not come to you : but if I go, I 
will send him to you. And when he is come, he 
will convince the world of sin , 79 and of justice, and 
of judgment. Of sin: because they believed not 
in me. And of justice : because I go to the Fa- 
ther; and you shall see me no longer. And of 
judgment: because the prince of this world is al- 
ready judged. I have yet many things to say to 
you: but you cannot bear them now. But when 
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he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will teach you 
all truth. For he shall not speak of himself; but 
what things soever he shall hear, he shall speak, 
and the things that are to come, he shall show 
you. He shall glorify me ; because he shall re- 
ceive of mine, and shall show it to you. All 
things whatsoever the Father hath, are mine. 
Therefore I said, that he shall receive of mine, 
and show it to you. A little while, and now you 
shall not see me ; and again a little while, and you 
shall see me : because I go to the Father. • • • 
this do you inquire among yourselves, because 
said: A little while, and you shall not see me; an 
again a little while, and you shall see me?

I pray for them: I pray not for the world, but for 
them whom thou hast given me : because they are 
thine: and all my things are thine, and thine are 
mine; and I am glorified in them. And now I am 
not in the world, and these are in the world, an 
I come to thee. Holy Father, keep them in thy 
name whom thou hast given me; that they may 
be one, as we also are. While I was with them, 
I kept them in thy name. Those whom thou 
gavest me have I kept; and none of them is lost, 
but the son of perdition, that the Scripture may

be fulfilled. And now I come to thee; and these 
things I speak in the world, that they may have 
my joy filled in themselves. I have given them 
thy word, and the world hath hated them, because 
they are not of the world; as I also am not of the 
world.
